si. rung at the time of the llano

George i did not understand English 
ways and methods. The greal Impulse 
lywnrd Ui" development of cabinet 
government came from Kir Robert 
yVulpole, thé ( r»i ISngllsh minister, 
••vim u.im both lender of the House of 
Common* and head .if the national 
i executive, Prom this point on the 
ripcnltur traced out the gradual Iran- 
ii'lion of control of government policy 
from the hands of the Crown to those 
it the Prime Min ster, 

one of the outstanding constitution- 
ill developments was Involved in the 
• passage of the first .Reform Hill In 
1831 . At the time of the passage of 
this mil, William the Fourth allowed 
ills View about the jyll lo become 
known, and therefore took steps which 
' today would doubtless be regarded as 
unconstitutional and improper. In 
contrast to this the speaker quoted 
Kdward the seventh who said. "The 
king never exprenses any opinion on 
pnltt'cal matters except on the advice 
cf his responsible ministers." 

Uoldeubcrg went on to discuss the 
influence which Queen Victoria exor- 
■ seil on the foreign policy of Greal 
li'.'lnln, and her success in tills dlroc- 
c luii . In dealing with her influence on 
[overnnicnt policy ho quoted the in- 
liortant fad that no reasons of ex- 
pediency as to public business, or the 
possible ev/ccts ■ if frequent general 
elections, would be sufficient grounds 
for the Crown refusing a dlssolut'on 
Oil the advice of ils ministers. 

The next Important point dealt 
wit h was the passage of the Parlia- 
ment 13:11 In 1910. restricting the power 
of vote of the House of Lords. In 
order to assure the passage of this 
Bill the King pledged himself, at the 
advice of the Prime Minister, to 
create a sufficient number of peers to 
ci. sure ts passage through the House 
of Lords. Throughout this constitu- 
tional crisis the Crown acted upon the 
advice of its minister fais making an- 
other step forward In the vesting of 
power m the hands of the cabinet. 

The last events and those of the 
past few years add strength lo the 
view that the King Is hound to ac- 
, ccpl tile advleç of the Prime .Minister 
'at»all-»times. m support of Ill's last 
statement the speaker mentioned in- 
stances from the constitutional His- 
tory of the past few years. 

In dealing with the Canadian phase 
> of the subject. Saul Hayes first traced 
out the growth of responsible govern- 
ment In Canada and Hie relation to It 
of the Governor-General. As a result 
of the Lepinc ease of powers of the 
Governor-General were modified so as 
to cause him to accept the advice of 
Ills ministers on matters of local in- 
terest. Hayes quoted similar cases 
that occurred ill other British Domi- 
nions and in conclusion It was found 
that the relations of the Govcrnor- 
Ueneral to his cabinet. 

As is the custom, an open forum 
was Cield at the conclusion of the ad- 
diess and all those present, profes- 
,sors, guests and members joined 
whole-heartedly in the discussion. 
Sir Arthur. Currie, who entertained 
the Club as his guests also took part 
In the discussion and Professor II. 
A. Sm'ith, an authority on constitu- 
tional law and practice, prosentod 
s'dclfghts; Rejresjb,- 
'oiir.)

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The question of the union ot the 
Maritime provinces will be the subject 
of discussion at the scsjJoii of the 
Mock Parliament which will be hold 
!i; the McGIII Union at i.15 this even- 
ing. Debaters to reprewont McGIII lr. 
several intercollegiate and local fea- 
tures will be chosen by judges on the 
strength 'of the showing made In to- 
night's Parliament. 

The 'Government Is under the loud 
of John P. Humphrey while the Op- 
IKisitlon will rally around Gordon Mi 
Webster of second year Law. In ad- 
dition to the main bill of the even- 
ing, the urrlon of the Maritimes, there 
will be presented a motion to change 
the name of McGIII Mock Parliament 
to McGIII Parliament. 

The Hill of the evening, whose 
short title Is 'That the three Maritime 
prr/vlnces he united Into one province" 
will be proposed by the Minister of 
Customs, Bernard M Alcxandor and 
seconded by the Prime Minister. 

Those who are Introducing the bill 
feel that the .Maritime Provinces are 
not able to exercise their authority at 
the present time owing to the fact 
that they are divided into three se- 
parate units. They consider that the 
only way in which the provinces can 
save themselves Is by united action 
so that thoy will not be swamped by 
the other and larger provinces as they 
have in the past. 

.Seven men are to be chosen for de- 
bates. 

Two men will be picked to debate 
against the lady représentatives of the 
Doha filgma Society: two will be 
chosen to debate against Marquette 
L'nlvorslty, ot Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
in a debate which Is to tako place hero; 
while three others are needed to re- 
present McGIII In New Jersey Law 
School. All Ihese men will be selected 
by a committee of Judges composed of 
the Hon. A. K.Huge»son and members 
of the staff who will attend the s*s- 
sc.n of the Mock Parliament and hear 
the various speakers.

It is to be remem- 
bered that this Club is to be distin- 
guished entirely from the McGIII Lit- 
erary and Debating Club which Is more 
or less a debating union, interestlni;

Speaks at Ottawa 



Ottawa, Jan. 25— That "ConUact" 
labor from China should do the 
"spado" work ill lhe development of 
British Columbia's resources was a 
suggestion put fortli by Prof. W. 
Goforth of the department of polit- 
ical science at McGIII in a lecture 
h ore 

He sugge-s-ts Unit. Indentured labor 
bo brought in from China to . do the 
work of developing the least advanced 
of our provinces. I lu bellovcs theso 
men should coino In under contracta 
of three to five years. Care shouil 
be taken that these 'laborers bo re- 
turned to tholr country after their 
term had expired. 

Prof Goforth wtuild fix the wages 
of these men at not. more than 25 
cents; per day and would even specify 
the nature or their reodsluffs. Al- 
though this system would be oper- 
ated on a soinl-inli'llory plan; this 
would not mean slavery. Instead, the 
Chinese would benefit by It, as 
would British Columbia. 

Prof, tii'/forth Is an authority on 
Chinese problems ami believes the 
present crisis wi'll soon pass over, 
lie himself was horn In China.

FOOTBALL REMAINS 
DANGEROUS SPORT 

''Which is the Most Danger- 
ous Sport?" 

WWoh is tho most dangerous spoTt.7 
Is it football, ■ polo, hockoy', bull- 
flghtlnff, auto-racing — or any one 
of the other thrillers in which serious 
acchlent occur? Without going into 
vital statistics of tho case, or for that 
matter' oven attempting to answer the 
questing, let us look over a few of the 
aforementioned sports anil see where- 
in the danger lies. 

Football is still a dangerous sport 
and no game of violent personal con- 
tact between two te:ims or red- 
blooded youths can , be. without occas- 
ional Injuries— but the present game, 
even though it is played harder than 
ever before ami by a great many 
more men and boys, has fewer serious 
Injuries than twenty years ago. Tho 
answer tics not only in the abswicc 
of mass plays, but In tho fact that the 
training methods, of (txlay are so 
much better and the players are in 
vastly superior condition when gnmc 
time come* around. Eighteen play- 
ers were kired in 1906 and a.bout 1G0 
InJuTed but you heard of very fow 
fatalities or serious hurts during the 
recent football season. 

Auto-racing has its good and its 
bad years. In one seajron 1!»24, s.'x 
"Knights of the Roaring Road"' were 
killed The loss of Jimmy Murphy, 
Joe Boyer Dar'j Pesta, Uni, AnaUr- 
berg Earl Wilson and Ralph Thomas 
have been uneo.u*k-d before or since. 

Boxing has iiifferel very few fat- 
allt.'es. Incidents such âs the death of 
Frnnklé Jerome and Clever Sencio In- 
directly caused by Bud Taylor are 
fow and far between. The supervis- 
ion of the various boxing commis- 
sions Is usual'y too strict to permit 
nn unconditioned fighter to enter the 
ring. Jees Wlllajvl's case was differ- 
ent. A "man-mountain" of his size 
ami strength was liable to kill anyone 
ho hit with full force. 

As far as baseball goes its's a won- 
der moro pitchers and inflcMers 
weren't kiUed whon the "rabbit-ball" 
was in vogue. Ray Chapman's tragic 
death after being hit by one of Carl 
May's underhand shoots, is the only 
faUil accident that I can recall. 

Ice-hockey attracts crowds because 
It is thrilling arrd dangerous but the 
records show very' few fatal injuries 
frbm this slashing gamo Uull-flghtiug 
is no gamo for a weak heart — or a 
weak stomach, cither lacrosse and 
polo take their toll of victims, but 
according to Fedlar Palmer's non, who 
was In America recently the cruelest 
thing in sports, next to cock-fighting 
!s the Grand National Steeplechase 
In England. Photos showing the 
Jumps at Aintreo remind one oC a 
troip of cavalry under nv»chine-gun 
fire— Stanford Dally.

HUBBARD'S CHARGES THAT 
PRINCETON PLA YED DIRTY 



'"Wynant D. Hubbard must be 
ciedltcd.wlth an honest desire to get 
at the root of tho Princeton -Harvard 
break by publishing his article In 
Liberty accusing Princeton football 
team» of "dirty" tactics. He says, "I 
am writing this artloo wJth the sin- 
cere; belief that It may help to clearl, 
tho football air. — that relations be- 
tween Harvard and Princeton may 
eventfu'.ly b 0 resumed." It Is highly 
unfortunate that such good intentions 
havo been so unintelilgently acted 
upon. 

"Hubbard cites ten specific eases 
Injury but ho does not and neces- 
sarily cannot prove thai they were 
tho result of "dirty football" Already 
denials have appeared from men like 
Treat of Princeton whoso opinion is 
as reliable as Hubbard's. There wi'l 
undoubtedly be more «uch denials 
and counter-denials ami the good 
Intentions of Harvard's former tackle 
wlH be submerged In a flood of angry 
publicity which will lead to nowhere. 
"Dirty" footba'l cannot bo proved by 
Individual opinion and accusation,, by 
slow movies or any other such method 
because there Is always another, 
equally good side to the question. 
Tho only Judge who i« competent to 
nccu.w and condemn a player or a 
tear for dity football Is the referee. 
He is there to prevent infringement 
of tlio rules. IU, !» neither an excited 
partisan In tho stands or an emotion- 
ally keyed up linesman or ha'f back 
in tho heat of a. hard game. His 
Judgment, because it is obviously the 
best, must be taken as final. In none 
of tho Princeton-Harvard games 
since tho wa r has any member of 
either team received a major penalty 
There have been ono or two penaltle-s 
for unnecessary roughness, some for 
holding and other "minor Infringe- 
ments, all of wliich wore quite evenly 
distributed 'but there has been no ac- 
tion by any referee to indicate that 
Princeton-Harvard games are In any- 
way distinct from other games on the 
Harvard £oh„Ju!o („ cleanness of p ay 
This silent record is conclusive. 
Against it no matter how honest they 
are, flimsy fists of Incidents like Hub- 
bard's based on circumstantial and 
partial evidence cannot stand up. It 
is easy to refute them a R it is to make 
them. The only purpose they serve i* 
the creation of further animosities 
and heated argument. 

"Not only dooa Hubbard's artic/e 
defeat H« own avowed purpose, but 
the manner of its doing aggravates 
the public spectacle element in inter- 
collegiate football and particularly in 
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Princeton -Harvard football. If Hub- 
bard had anything to say, and wanted 
to say it publicly, why did he not go 
to tho Harvard Graduât».-» Magazine 
or tho A'umnl Bulletinl" If he want- 
ed to clear the air between Harvard 
and Princeton, und settle once and 
for all the ITlnceton "dirty" football 
why did ho not write for a Harvard - 
Prnnceto/i audience instead of going 
to a popular. sensational week y 
whose circulation is largely amoim' 
the readers of tabloM newspapers, 
among the rank and file of the sub- 
way strap-hangers among tho«e out- 
side the Co!Iei?,.ife olrclr. whose only- 
possible lntere.it in the Harvard- 
Princeton football break Is the 
amount of dirt to lip squeezed out of 
It. Already the athletic relations be- 
tween tho two universities have been 
made into a public scandal. They re- 
ceive the name treatment as tho re- 
cent baseball crisis. They received 
tho samo attention from the street 
corner loafer, the same insan., com- 
ments from people who never went 
to Harvard or Princeton or any other 
college, whose interest in them as It 
Is in Charl o Chaplin, or Ban Johnson 
or Ty Cobb, is aroused by the un- 
healthy appetite for FcandaJ and more 
scandal. 

"Football like any other co'legiate 
sport, is and should be if It i N not, of, 
by. and for tho undei-graduatf . pre- 
sident Lowell pointed this out very 
clearly in hLs- report.

The extraordinary vigour and force 
which pervade the entire work, the 
originality and yet simplicity of the 
opening the melodiousness and grace 
of the second movement, the fascin- 
ating mysterious of the Scherzo which 
In most symphonies, Is usually of a 
light and jovial nature the triumphal 
character i»f the lust movement can 
still bo sensed by a present-day audi- 
e-ncc if it is not prejudiced against 
Beethoven by modernists who boldly 
assert that he is hopelessly out of 
date. 

First Movement 

The first movement, Allegro eon brio, 
is really built up from tho short "mot- 
to" figure with which the movement 
begins. This short figure not only do- 
minates the first movement but is an 
important feature o£ both the Schcrio 
and Finale (thus anticipating Berlioz 
with h»s "idee fixe" and Wagner with 
his leitmotif). 

"In the second movement Andants 
con moto, in the key of A flat the mel- 
odious theme is introduced by tho vio- 
las ad vfolbncelll and is subsequently 
treated in varation-lorm interspersed 
with short episodical passages. In this 
movement Beethoven with an economy 
of means secured contrasting effects 
of tone-colour which must have im- 
pressed the hearers of his day as won- 
derful. 

The third movement, a Scherio, 
though not so styled by Beethoven 
cannot be disassociated from the first 
movement since they are linked to- 
gether by a passage in wl>ich the drum 
plays a conspicuous part and in which 
instruments arc gradually added till 
the Fin.Me hursts upon the ear with 
its triumphal march effect. Also in the 
course, of the Finale there is a recur- 
rence to the Scherzo during the work- 
ing-out portion or the movement while 
the little rhythmic fi'gurc with which 
the wliolo symphony started makes its 
presence felt. A realization of the way 
in which the two separate movement:), 
i.e. the Scherzo (With Its Trio) and the 
Filiale really form one long and con- 
tinuous piece is necessary to the In- 
telligent listener."
